Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on 12/29/2003 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Yamasaki does not disclose an active element. Yamasaki clearly 
teaches a noise removing capacitor constituted (emphasis added) by an n channel MOS transistor 70. The fact that the transistor 70 is 
used as a part of a noise removing capacitor does not exclude the fact that transistor by itself is an active element. Note that the 
intended use of a device does not change its nature.
